New penance rite to begin

To expand and complement the traditional form of 
confession, the U.S. bishops have mandated that the 
new rite of reconciliation or penance be introduced in 
parishes across the nation by this Sunday, Feb. 27. 


The new rite calls for construction of penance rooms 
which provide penitents with the option of either 
meeting the confessor face-to-face or anonymously, 
behind a screen, according to Father Dennis Krouse, 
director of the diocesan liturgy and prayer commission. 


WRITING in At Prayer and Celebration, the bulletin 
of the diocesan Center for Liturgy and Prayer, Father 
Krouse reminded pastors that the new rite is to be 
introduced this Sunday and wrote: 


“Parishes which have not begun implementation of 
the new rite are obliged to begin immediately.”’ But, he 
warned, ‘“Do not implement any aspect of the new rite 
without proper catechesis.’’ 


While presenting the new rite to people, he said, ‘‘it 
is essential to point out that nothing is being taken 
away from the sacrament, which for the last 800 years 
has been celebrated in a form more suited to an 
emergency situation, with just the essentials.”’ 


THE PURPOSE of the new rite, he said, ‘‘is the 
enrichment of the sacrament.’ 


Though Pope Paul has said traditional confessional 
booths must remain in churches, merely remodelling 
them slightly will not meet diocesan guidelines for the 
new rite, according to Father Krouse. 


“The option of face-to-face confession on one side of 
the confessional box and anonymous confession on the 
other is not allowed,’’ he said. In other words a draw 
curtain cannot be used in place of the permanent screen 


_in the confessional.

State backs private schools 
TRENTON, N.J.—The state senate here 
unanimously passed a measure increasing 
state support for school lunch programs in 
nonpublic schools to the same level as 
provided for public schools. At the same 
time legislation was introduced providing an 
auxiliary services program and establishing 
a screening program to determine if children 
entering nonpublic schools have any 
handicaps or speech impediments. 


Historic diocese going broke 


LONDON—After the Westminster arch- 
diocese makes its debt payments this year, it 
expects to have only eight per cent of its 
income left over for everything else. This 
was the bottom line of a bleak financial 
picture outlined by Cardinal George Basil 
Hume in a letter urging all the people of the 
archdiocese to help him work out a new 
financial strategy to overcome the crisis. 


Church-going decline studied 


NEW YORK—Recent declines in Mass 
attendance among Catholics of Manhatten’s 
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East Side stemmed from rejection of 
the Church’s beliefs rather than its moral 
teachings, according to a survey by 
archdiocesan officials here. The survey 
showed that those most likely to leave the 
Church are the young, the divorced and the 
highly educated. 


Filipino bps. blast Marcos 

MANILA, The Philippines—In a joint 
pastoral letter this nation’s bishops have 
issued unprecedented criticisms of human 
rights violations by the martial law 
government of Filipino President Ferdinand 
Marcos. The letter condemned deportation 
of foreign missionaries, arrests of priests 
and lay workers and harrassment of 
newly-formed basic Christian communities. 
The letter marked the first time that the 
majority of the nation’s bishops had taken a 
firm, sweeping stand against human rights 
violations. 


Priest slain in San Francisco 


SAN FRANCISCO—Father Albert Batta- 
gliola, administrator of Our Lady of Refuge 
church, Castorville, Calif., was found 
murdered in a motel room here Feb. 17. His 
throat had been slashed. The room appeared 
to have been ransacked. Father Battagliola, 
a native of Argentina, had previously served 
as associate at Mission San Luis Obispo, and 
Our Lady of Solitude, Soledad. 


Catholics, Methodists ‘with’ it 

LONDON—An independent ecumenical 
agency to train clergy and laity in community 
development work has been started here by 
the Methodist and Catholic churches. Called 
‘*Avec’’—French for ‘‘with’’—to emphasize 
the importance of working with people, the 
agency will give in-service training to those 
already engaged in the field. 


Nude church art bugs tourist 


SIENA, Italy—Coverups have a bad name 
since Watergate, but a tourist here 
demanded and got one. Covered was a 
fresco in the Church of the Observance here 
that depicted a nude Christ. Such a coverup 
is not new in Italy. Michelangelo’s work has 
suffered a similar fate. After complaints 
received by the Vatican many years ago, 
loincloths were painted on some figures in 
the artist’s masterpiece “‘The Last Judg- 
ment’’ in the Sistine Chapel.

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New statewide rules cover 
CCD teachers’ performance

A new program for the 
certification of CCD teachers 
is being prepared under 
statewide guidelines adopted 
by the California bishops last 
October. 


It will be launched in 
Imperial and San Diego 
counties this September by 
the diocesan CCD office. In 
Riverside and San Bernar- 
dino counties, the program 
has already been introduced 
by the Center for Christian 
Ministry, San Bernardino. 


The statewide certification 
requirements are a new 
concept in religious educa- 
tion, according to Sister 
Patricia Hanson, director of 
the CCD office. 


“TEACHERS certified 
under the program will be 
able to meet the minimum 
requirements necessary to 
teach in any diocese in the 
state,’’ she said. 


The state guidelines de- 
mand that prospective CCD 
teachers complete at least 40 
hours of study in a wide 
variety of subjects ranging 
from moral formation to 


liturgy and the sacraments. | 


‘Requirements in San Di- 
ego and Imperial counties 
will be for 48 hours of 
study,’’ Sister Hanson said. 


In Riverside and San 
Bernardino counties, ‘‘60 
hours are required,’’ ac- 
cording to Sister Nadine 
McGuinness, who is coordi- 
nating the certification pro- 


gram for the Center for 
Christian Ministry. 


AFTER .completing the 
course work teachers receive 
a “‘probationary certificate,’’ 
according to the state norms. 


“Full certification’”’ is pos- 
sible after one year of 
teaching experience and e- 
valuation. 


Certification expires after 
three years and teachers may 
be recertified by ‘‘repeating 
the teacher-training course, 
or completing an additional 
30 hours in courses and 
workshops,’’ according to 
the guidelines. 


ALSO TO be certified are 
master catechists. According 
to Sister Hanson of the 
diocesan CCD office, ‘‘mas- 


' ter catechists will be respon- 


sible for conducting teacher 
training courses and giving 
workshops throughout the 
diocese.”’ 


Master catechists must be 
certified annually. They must 
have three to five years of 
teaching experience in addi- 
tion to ‘‘working with adults, 
preferably in an educational 
setting,’’ according to the 
state guidelines. 


This diocese has had a 
certification program for CCD 
teachers for several years, 
according to Sister Hanson, 
who noted that the new 
program should be a major 
improvement. 

“THE OLD program was 
divided , into two sections, 
methods and doctrine,’’ she 
said. ‘‘We have found many

WITH astronaut Neil 
Armstrong, the students took 
“one small step for man and 
a giant leap for mankind,’’ 
via a film prepared by the 
National Aeronautics and 
Space. Administration (NA- 
SA). 


Woven around the film 
was a lecture on God’s role in 
space age technology by 
Frank Selas of Grolier Edu- 
cational Services, ~ White 
Plains, N.Y. c 


“God and Science”’ is the 
title of the program pre- 
sented at Holy Trinity and at 
seven other parishes in the 
diocese over the last two 
weeks. 


IT WAS designed by Selas 
to show the children that God 
must have ‘‘tremendous po- 
wer’’ because he made ‘‘not 
only the earth, but also outer 
space and everything in it.”’ 


Selas said the children 
grasp. the concept more 
easily within the framework 
of the Apollo space program 
and Armstrong’s historic 
moon walk on July 20, 1969. 


“We explain that God 
showed his love for us by 
giving us the sun, the moon, 


the stars and the planets,’’ 
Selas said. ‘‘And now he is 
revealing the vastness of the 
universe to us through the 
space program.’’ 


FAITH IS featured in the 
program presented by Selas. 


“The astronauts,”’ he tells 
the children, ‘‘must have 
tremendous faith in God to 
sit on top of a tube filled with 
2,000 tons of kerosene while 
somebody lights a match to 
it. 


‘And it took even greater 
faith to travel to the moon, 
nearly 240,000 miles away 
from home, a place where no 
man had ever gone before,”’ 
he says.

It’s still ‘living in sin’ 


If nothing else, President Carter had the courage 
to call a spade a spade and unmarried living 
together ‘‘living in sin.’’ Speaking to his 
bureaucrats in Washington he reaffirmed his belief 
in family life and all it stands for. Today, of course, 
that is almost heresy for some, and if we are to 
believe the latest statistics issued by the U.S. 
Census Bureau, Americans are marrying later and 
living together earlier. 


In the report on marital status and_ living 
arrangements through to March 1976, the number 
of ‘‘unrelated adults sharing two-person house- 
holds with a member of the opposite sex’’ doubled 
between 1960 and 1976. In 1976 there were about 
1.3 million persons living in 660,000 such 
households. 


Evidently people are marrying later too, as the 
median age rose by one year since 1960 to 23.8 for 
men and 21.3 for women. The ratio-of divorced 
persons to the general population increased from 
2.3 per cent per 1,000 persons in 1960 to 4.8 per 
cent per 1,000 in 1976—it doubled. 


The Church’s current campaigns and programs 
to make marriage planning and training a much 
more serious and constructive period will, it is 
hoped, pay dividends in unbroken marriages to 
come. Certainly the young people of today have less 
and less by way of example as a guide to the 
stability of marriage. One half of the 7.5 women 
heading families in 1976 were separated or 
divorced, up from 39 per cent in 1960. Once we 
used to pray for our ‘‘separated brethren’’ when we 
meant those who were not Catholic. Maybe now we 
should pray for that other kind of ‘‘separated 
brethren’’ and ‘‘sisteren’’. 


Family prayer delights : 

Enjoying the reflected glory of my 7-year-old 
grandson’s first prayer published in the parish 
bulletin, we got to talking about children’s versions 
of well-known prayers. Remember how we used to 
pray about ‘‘a monk swimming” in the Hail Mary? 
And what about the modern children who believe 
that God the Father’s first name is ‘‘Howard’’ and 
that, from the same Lord’s Prayer we find God in 
“the kingdom kong.’’ 

Of course there are those who still say ‘Our 
Father who aren’t in’ heaven’’ and maybe ‘‘halo’’ 
be thy name. There are those, too, who. say 
“Forgive us this day our daily bread’’ or even 
‘Give us to stay our daily bread.’’ Then there are 
those somewhat irrepressible boys back in the days 
when the response to the litany of the saints was 
‘Ora pro nobis’’ who found ‘‘Hurrah for Moses’’ 
an amusing, if irreverent substitute. 


_ The image of Christ 


There appears to be some confusion over the 
Vatican statement on the nonordination of women 
as priests and the question of Christ’s manhood. 
Bishop Joseph Hogan, who succeeded Archbishop 
Fulton Sheen at Rochester, New York, said last 
week that the document lends itself to a 
misunderstanding of Christianity in ‘‘that our 
likeness to Christ, St. Paul’s call to all believers to 
‘put on Christ’, is in some way based on our sexual 
differences.”’ 


There is going to be continued confusion_and 
discussion over the Vatican’s reference to the 
priesthood in terms of the masculinity of Christ as 
man as distinct from the image of the resurrected 
Christ in relation to the priesthood. 


Give it up for Lent 
The traditional observance of Lent included 
‘‘siving it up’’ by making some sacrifice. It is still a 


salutary and rewarding custom, even though not 


mandatory. However, how many families are 
prepared to give up TV for Lent? Put it to your 
family. It is certain that any one who gives up TV 
for Lent will rediscover people, pastimes and 
prayer. 

It will mean, as President Carter intimated, that 
some fathers might rediscover the names and sight 
of their children. And for children of the electronic 
age—the vidkids as they are called—it will mean 
taking them off the electronic comforter which has 
been their companion and solace for too many 
hours already. 


While on the subject of television: why don’t the 
networks whose profits should put them to shame, 
spend some of those profits providing ‘‘non-com- 
mercial’’ programs of a more educational and 
elevating nature—even at peak viewing times, but 
certainly during school hours. The experiment 
might even pay off in hight ratings if any network 
was to be so bold as to break the follow-the-leader 
habit which governs their policies. 


One man’s campaign 


Donald E. Wildmon, a Methodist minister of 
South Haven, Miss., has started a one-man 
campaign against TV called ‘’Turn off television 
week’’. He wants us all to ‘‘pull the plug’’ on TV for 
the week of Feb. 27 through March 5. He further 
wants Feb. 27 set aside as a day of prayer to 
awaken media programmers and their sponsors to 
their moral responsibility towards the public. And 
he wants us to call local TV stations on Monday, 
Feb. 28, to protest the quality of programs. 


The campaign has caught on like wildfire in a dry 
season. ‘‘From Boston to California people have 
picked it up and are acting on it,’’ says Wildmon. 
“We are going to shut off three-quarters of the 
television stations and tie up the telephone line of 
every station in the U.S.”’ 


Let’s join him in his campaign. No television 
during this coming first week of Lent, as a protest 
in behalf of better morals in programming. And call 
your TV station on Monday. (See Bishop Maher’s 
comments, page 10.) Soe nae ese 


Underground church 

On a recent visit to Los Angeles and its newer 
downtown section, | discovered a truly under- 
ground church. It is in the Arco Building, one of the 
skyscrapers which have come in recent years to Los 
Angeles city center. In addition to the floors of 
parking space below ground there are two levels of 
stores and restaurants—and St. Bernardine 
Catholic chapel. 

If you are in the vicinity of 500 South Flower St. 
go down to level ‘‘C’’ to find ‘‘the church of the 
catacombs’’, where Mass is celebrated no less than 
four times a day and confessions are heard at any 
time during the working day. 

It is a real boon to the hundreds of workers who 
fill the many stories of the hugh building and an 
indication that the Church is not being left behind 
in modern developments to suit modern needs. One 
additional feature is that counseling and confession 
are available in English, Spanish, French, German 
and Japanese. It’s a real ‘‘church in the market 
place.”’ 


Continuous calls to holiness 


We were talking...about the advent 
of Lent and the chance, once again, of 
checking our spiritual compass and 
confirming the direction we are 
following, or setting a new course. 

| wonder if we are ever grateful 
enough to God—and his Church—for 
the seasonal reminders, the liturgical 
‘‘nagging’’ that calls us back to home 
base? Lent, Easter, Pentecost, Ad- 
vent, Christmas, all through the year 
we are recalled to the reality, the 
underlying purpose of our existence. 


AGAIN AND AGAIN the Church in 
her liturgy reaches out, as Christ 
. reached out, into the mind-numbing 
stress of daily life, to point up the 
sanctity of the person, the sacramen- 
tality of our experience of life and the 
pervasive presence of God in creation. 
For those who religiously observe 
the feast and seasons, searching 
beneath the sign for the significance, 
each year, each month, each day, is a. 


continuing attraction to the pristine 
and eternal reality of God. 


Here are the milestones which 
indicate which routes are detours and 
which lead straight to our goal. Here 
are the truths, grounded far beyond 
the moment, enduring, transcendent, 
which give us the means to discern 
falsity in the immediate. 


WILL WE EVER be grateful 
enough for Christ’s tender concern for 
us and the way the Holy Spirit has 
activated it in his visible earthly 
presence, the Church? Perhaps, 
indeed, we are deeply grateful. 


So many of us ‘‘love’’ Lent, for 
instance, without being able to 
explain why. It is a ‘‘nice’’ time, a 
“warm’’ time. We remember the 
excitement, the gratifying feeling of 
virtue when we ‘‘gave up’’ candy in 
childhood—the fastings and absti- 
nences and special gestures of 


generosity and self-sacrifice and all 
those mortifications for pagan babies! 


There is a sense of rightness, a 
satisfaction in making the effort to 
attend Stations of the Cross or daily 
Mass or any other lenten observa- 
tions. Perhaps Lent is more satisfying 
as we are more satisfied with 
ourselves. 


IN ALL OF US the longing to be 
better than we are, the awareness that 
God’s unconditional love actually calls 
us to be better than we are, is 
assuaged a little by our lenten efforts. 
Here, at least for a few weeks, | have 
conquered myself, my laziness, my 
indifference, my self-indulgence, my 
inhibiting guilt and rendered to God a 
token of what is his! 


It is good, | think, to feel pleasure in 
the extra we do and are ‘‘for 
Lent’’—while it lasts. It is not so good 
to rest on our laurels afterwards! 
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It is never as difficult as we imagine 
to break the habits we are so reluctant 
to relinquish. How many times have 
we, in. fact, never resumed the 
practices given up at this time? How 
many times have we formed new, 
more rewarding ones? 


AND THAT MAY be the greatest 
personal value we find in Lent. 
Contemplating our own lives in the 
awareness of the life, passion, death 
and resurrection of Jesus, it is good to 
let the palms of past successes—or 
failures—become the stark ashes of 
new honesty before God and our- 
selves. 

It is good to sieze this time to cry 
out with St. Paul: ‘‘The desire to do 
right is there, but not the power. | do, 
not the good that | intend to do, but 
the evil | do.not intend, ‘‘and then go 
on to praise God and affirm our 
confidence in his ability to transform

A Call to Perfection 


Practice of love is key 


By Father John J. Castelot 


The call to holiness goes out to all God’s 
people; it is. not addressed to an elite, 
favored group. We read in the Book of 
Leviticus: ‘‘The Lord said to Moses, ‘Speak 
to the whole Israelite community and tell 
them: be holy, for I the Lord, your God, am 
holy’ ’’ (Leviticus 19:2). 


It is not a peremptory demand, imposing 
unfulfillable obligations on people: God does 
not command the impossible. Rather, it is an 
urgent invitation to become Godlike, not by 
renouncing or submerging our humanity, 
but by ennobling it through contact with the 
divine. 

HOLINESS IS not an abstract, isolated 
phenomenon; it is one aspect of a warm, 
interpersonal relationship which we call, 
among other things, a covenant. The Book of 
Deuteronomy expresses this relationship in 
moving terms when it pictures Moses as 
speaking thus: “‘For you are a people sacred 
to the Lord, your God; he has chosen you 
from all the nations on the face of the earth 
to be a people peculiarly his own. 


“It was not because you are the largest of 
all nations that the Lord set his heart on you 
and chose you, for you are really the smallest 
of all nations. It was because the Lord loved 
you and because of his fidelity to the oath he 
had sworn to your fathers, that he brought 
you out with his strong hand from the place 

.of slavery... 


“Understand, then, that the Lord, your 
God, is God indeed, the faithful God who 
‘keeps his merciful covenant down to the 
thousandth generation toward those who 
love him and keep his commandments...”’ 
(Deuteronomy 7:6-9). 


HOLINESS SUGGESTS different things to 
different people. For some it means moral 
uprightness, for others piety or even an 
unattractive religiosity, - for still others 
virtuousness. The norm of our holiness, 
however, is God himself: ‘‘Be holy, for I, the 
Lord, your God, am holy’’ (Leviticus 19:2); 
“In a word, you must be made perfect as 
your heavenly father is perfect’’ (Matthew 
5:48). 

But what do the Scriptures mean when 
they speak of God as ‘‘holy’’? Certainly not 
pious or religious or virtuous. The Hebrew 
word for holy (qadosh) means ‘“‘separate, 
other.’’ As Hosea has God say: ‘‘For I am 
God and not man, the Holy One present 
among you”’ (Hosea 11:9). In the words of 
one modern writer, God is ‘‘wholly other.’’ 


Notice, however, that He is nevertheless 
the Holy one ‘‘present among you.’’ God’s 
holiness, His “‘otherness,’’ is an otherness 
of nature, not a cold, impersonal remote- 
ness. His holiness equals His ‘‘wholeness,”’ 
His absolute perfection. ° ig 


THIS IS THE profound meaning of the 
angelic hymn which Isaish heard in his 
inaugural vision: ‘‘Holy, holy, holy is the 


Lord of hosts! All the earth is filled with his 


glory!’’ (Isaiah 6:3). J 
Quite clearly, then, the biblical notion of 
holiness is much deeper, much broader than 
any of the popular understandings men- 
tioned above. It is all-embracing and calls for 
an equivalent in English something like our 
word ‘‘perfection.’’ 


Our call to holiness is a call to perfection. 
Just as God is perfect in His divine nature, 
we are to be perfect in our humanity. This 
does not involve a denial or our authentic 
humanity. On the contrary, it is an invitation 
to accept it and perfect it. Just as God is 
‘‘wholly’’ divine, we must become “‘wholly’’ 
human, whole, integral human beings. 


THIS MEANS realizing in act all or our 
wonderful God-given potential, developing 


.our minds, hearts, wills and emotions, all 


the endowments which make us- truly 
human. However, no one can do this without 
reference to God; humanity, after all, is not 
all of reality. Each of us possesses a divine 
spark which must be fanned into flame. We 
must, in our humanity, become Godlike. 


How is this possible? How can we bridge 
the chasm stretching between us and the 
‘‘wholly other’’? By availing ourselves of the 
power which God has given us in Christ 
Jesus. He became a man to show us the way, 


-but not only to show us the way. 


When our humanity was united to His 
divinity, human nature itself was trans- 
formed, the chasm was bridged. And in His 
authentic humanity he showed us how. to 
achieve perfection. The letter to the 
Hebrews put it so very clearly: Son though 
he was, he learned obedience from what he 
suffered; and when perfected, he became 
the source of eternal salvation for all who 
obey him (Hebrews 5:8-9). 


IT WAS HE who told us that we are to 
become perfect as our heavenly Father is 
perfect. But this amazing injunction does not 
stand in isolation. It is the conclusion to a 
passage in which He insists that we love 
indiscriminately, and says: ‘‘This will prove 
that you are sons of your heavenly father, for 
his sun rises on the bad and the good, he 
rains on the just and the unjust’’ (Matthew 
5:45). 

The lesson is inescapable: the key to 
Godlikeness, to perfection, is the practice of 
love. Jesus’ whole life was a dramatic 
illustration of loving obedience to the will of 
the Father and selfless, indiscriminate love 
of fellow-human beings. 

It is in conscious union with the risen 
Christ in his perfected humanity that we 
press toward this noble ideal. 


Serene, silent, beauty of life 
Example of holy people 
is most compelling word

“The serene, silent beauty of a holy life is the most 
powerful influence in the world, next to the might of the spirit 
of God.’’ Blaise Pascal 


Trying to call someone to holiness these days is about as 
easy as stopping inflation. There was a time when the ideal of 
holiness meant something to people. But the emphasis today 
on human self realization and salvation through sciences and 
technology make the matter of holiness seem both quaint and 
far away. 


IT’S NOT THAT holiness isn’t possible. The witness of 
Pope John and Mother Teresa plus that of thousands of 
ordinary, less-celebrated people demonstrate, that holiness is 
still very much with us. 


There are still plenty of holy people. What is missing is a 
language to talk about holiness, and therefore, a fund of ideas 
that would encourage those who have not yet been made 
aware of the possibility of the holy life. 


I would not argue that the example of holy people is the 
most compelling word one might need to speak. But since 
God gave me a tongue and a mind, it seems to me that I can 
also persuade people to holiness by verbal speech and 
exhortation. Just because good news is marvelously 
witnessed by living saints does not mean that faith-soaked, 
persuasive speech will not also urge people to holiness. 


PART OF the problem of holiness talk is that it tended to be 
so unreal, or to float above the earth. It lacked the earthiness 
that would give it some human appeal. Having said this, I 
would like to describe a scene from the sixth chapter of Isaiah 
that deals with the question of holiness. Here you see a 
proper blend of the awesomeness and mysteriousness of 
being holy along with the earthy self-evaluation of being — 
human. ; 


As the story opens, Isaiah is going to the temple for a 
worship service. Inside the temple the priest is putting some 
incense into a pot and clouds of smoke fill the room. The gold 
figures of angels mounted on the Ark of the Covenant reflect 
the candlelight. Singers are chanting psalms. It is an ordinary 
service. Isaiah ponders the ceremony in a quiet, perhaps 
even listless way. 


. Then comes a change. The externals come alive. Instead of 
seeing the external symbols of God at the surface level, Isaiah 
begins to experience the God for whom the symbols stand. ‘I 
saw the Lord, seated on a high and lofty throne.’’ The golden 
angels become more than mere decorations. 


THEY WORSHIP the Lord. The music of the psalms seems to come from the angels and 
they cry out, ‘‘Holy, holy, holy is the Lord.’’ The incense smoke filling the Temple now 
reminds Isaiah of the presence of God. The smoke assumes the texture of God’s ‘“‘garment’’ 
filling the temple. Isaiah feels his very soul to be shaken. 

Just as suddenly, the insight evaporates. He is back to earth again. Momentarily drawn 
out of himself by the profound experience of God, he now is thrown back on an awareness of 
himself. The difference is that his new self consciousness is of one in contrast with the beauty 
and purity of God: ‘‘Then said, I, woe is me. 1 am a man of unclean lips—unholy, a sinner.”’ 


Isaiah’s capacity to admit his own sinfulness open him to reaching out for the holiness of 
God. And the Lord does not ignore Isaiah. An angel takes an incense coal and puts it to his lips. 
and says. ‘‘See, now that this has touched your lips, your wickedness is removed and your sin 
is purged.’’ The scene closes with God comissioning Isaiah to go out and witness and preach 
conversion from sin to holiness. 


THE STORY deserves much more meditation than these few lines. However the outline is 
clear. Holiness is being like God and going like God. Holiness is a being and a doing. It is 
being morally cleansed so that one reflects the purity and beauty of God. 

It is doing the morally demanding behavior that is consistent with who we are. It requires 
identity with God, who alone is the source of holiness. 


Isaiah 


The fiery coal symbolizes the fusion of God and human person, that is, the love that binds 
God to the human person. This causes persons to achieve the greatest self fulfillment, inner 
freedom and sense of hope. Maybe our words fumble when talking about holiness, but a holy 
life is a voice. It speaks even when the tongue is silent.

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Are We too Busy to be Holy? 


Is holiness a luxury for 
monks with free time?

Restoring the meaning of Biblical words is 
one of the big tasks of our day. Many words 
such as the one we speak of here, 
‘‘holiness,’’ have been dislocated from their 
origins. They have picked up _ historical 
meanings which are alien to them. 


As we begin thinking of holiness we might 
ask ourselves: How do I imagine holiness? 
What mind pictures do I have of holy men 
and women? Do they seem to share the same 
humanity which I do? Or are my images of 
them surrounded with pictures of removal 
from the rigors of daily life which I know? 


I BEGAN to write this article on holiness 
after waiting two hours with my ear in a 
phone. The AAA’s (American Automobile 
Association) telephone recording assured 
me each five minutes that ‘‘counselors’’ 
would be momentarily available. All I 
wanted was my battery jumped; it had died 
of the Maryland cold. 


The tow truck finally came. My car 
started. The driver said farewell with the 
new popular ‘‘Have a nice day.’’ Quite 
honestly, I did not want to. Holiness seemed 
far away at that moment; only the raw 
material of life was timely. Or was it not that 
in such nonsense some measure of holiness 
lay? 

But I thought on: Who has time to be 
holy—isn’t that simply possible for those 
who have the luxury of a lot of free time for 
prayer and good works? It takes so much 
energy to simply remain human in our time. 


The Hebrew Scriptures make it clear that 
holiness is an attribute of God, one which 
men and women are commanded to 
participate in: ‘‘Holy shall you be, for holy 
am I the Lord your God’’ (Leviticus 19:2). 
They are clear in asserting that holiness is a 
gift of participating in God’s creative life. 


It is prepared for, but never achieved by a 
man or woman’s behavior, moral or 
spiritual. That may seem’a jarring fact. Each 
of us are so used to controlling the 
dimensions of our life—should we not be 
able to be holy by our own efforts? 


Many structures which seemed to promise 


that men and women could achieve holiness 


on their own have plagued both Judaism and 


Christianity throughout the ages. When they 
did not keep the giftedness of holiness in 
mind, they usually led their advocates to 
self-righteousness and the ultimate spiritual 
shipwreck: self-conscious self-piety. 


NO WONDER we are timid when it comes 
to wanting the gift of holiness. We have 
simply seen what so probing a writer as 
Albert Camus saw: Too many Christians on a 
cross in order to give witness a long way. 
How far from such self-exhaltation are the 
Hebrew Scriptures! - 


Consider Abraham, Moses, Deborah, Job, 


Issac. The Christian Scriptures with Paul, - 


Jesus, Peter and Mary. What utterly colorful 
people living the raw material of daily 
existence! Many of them perhaps would be 
culled out of some of our formal structures of 
holiness. 


They all had a struggle contending with 
God. in order to find Him. Elie Wiesel, the 
great Jewish storyteller, says, ‘‘God does 


- not like man to come to Him through 


resignation. Men must strive to reach God 
through knowledge and love. God loves men 
to be clear-sighted and outspoken, not 
blindly obsequious’’ (‘‘Messengers of God,”’ 
p. 91). 

WE CAN DOUBT how holy they felt and 
can question on their behalf and our own 
that ‘‘holiness equals wholeness’’ equation 
so popular in the 1960s. Often Biblical 
figures seemed less than holy on their way to 
becoming whole, less than whole on their 
becoming holy. 


In the Hebrew and Christian Scriptures, 
holiness is a_ gift which all nature 
participates in by the creative power given it 
by God. Places are holy—mountains, 
temples, cities, lands. Times are holy—Sab- 
bath, festivals. The whole world is called to 
holiness, to poo ee in the life of God’s 
power. 


It is interesting. how: certain holy persons — 


whom we respect did not have much time to 
consider how holy they were or were not. 
They lived quite simply, as did Francis of 
Assisi, the profoundly Biblical attitude 
which invited all creation to join with them in 
sharing the holiness of God: “‘For you alone, 
O God, are most holy.’’ Perhaps, then, they 
could have more humor with all the ‘‘frozen 
cars’’ of their lives.

I wonder how 
much damage we 
have done to the 
Lord’s vineyard by 
sowing dissension among ourselves? 


“NOW SOME of John’s disciples had 
opened a discussion with a Jew about 
purification, so they went to John and 
said, ‘Rabbi, the man who was with you 
on the far side of the Jordan, the man to 
whom you bore witness, is baptizing 
now; and everyone is going to him.’ ”’ 
(John 3:25+) 


Have you ever heard this line before? 
“How about you and him fighting’ 
would be a good title for the approach. 
If John the Baptist were less of a man he 
might have gotten angry that he was 
being upstaged by the very one he 
himself had introduced. 


But notice his response: ‘‘ ‘A man can 
lay claim only to what is given him from 
heaven.’ ’’ (John 3:27) 


ANGER. USUALLY comes when we 
feel that our rights of ownership have 
been violated; as when Jesus became 
angry at people assuming an immoral 
proprietorship over his Father’s house 
(John 2:17). 


On the other hand, St. John the 
Baptist did not become angry because 
he knew that the flock did not belong to 
him. “‘ ‘The bride is only for the 
bridegroom, and yet the bridegroom’s 
friend...is glad when he hears the 
bridegroom’s voice...He must grow 
greater, I must grow smaller.’ ’” (John 
3:29-++) 


“It is the people who are not 

important who often make the mistake 
of thinking they are. Let each of you 
examine your own conduct; if you find 
anything to boast about, it will at least 
be something of your own, not just 
something better than your neighbor 
has.’’

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Aging and the aged 


Needs of elderly must, in justice, be fairly met 


Following is the fourth article in a special 
series, “‘‘Moral Choices in Contemporary 
Society,’ designed as companion pieces to a 
series of the same name in the general press. 
In this article, Dr. John Collins Harvey, 
professor of medicine at Georgetown Univer- 
sity in Washington, D.C., discusses the 
process of aging. 


By John Collins Harvey, MD 


The aged are defined as those over 65, who comprise 
about 10 percent of the total U.S. population. By 2030, 
they are expected to reach 17 percent. The elderly area 
diverse group with individual differences often more 
prominent than similarities. Bernice Neugarten of the 
University af Chicago, makes a.useful distinction 
between the young-old (those 60-75) and the old-old (75 
and above). 


According to Herman Brotman, consultant to the 
Senate Special Committee on Aging, 68 percent of the 
noninstitutionalized aged are in good to excellent 
health, although 80 percent in this group report they 
are suffering from some chronic but nondisabling 
condition such as arthritis, deafness, poor vision, 
hypertension, or heart condition. This seems to indicate 
aging is tied to health. It is not. 


THE AGING process proceeds through the total life 
span in all the cells of the human body. The rate of this 
process varies from person to person and appears to be 
influenced by factors such as genetic constitution. 


The average life expectancy in the United States in 
1974 was 71.9 years overall, with 68.2 years for males 
and 75.9 years for females. 

At the extreme, in mid-1975 there were 7,000 
persons receiving Social Security benefits who had 
proof they were 100 years old or more. 


The aging process functionally is always expressed 
as a slowing of the biological, psychological or 
behavioral process, not necessarily a deterioration, so 
that it is usually not reduced, or destroyed, only 
slowed. 


IN OTHER WORDS, the older person may do 
arithmetic, drive a car or garden adequately, but slower 
than they could earlier. 


Although illness, particularly of a chronic nature (the 
so-called degenerative diseases) has a higher incidence 
among the aged, it is by no means a part of the aging 
process. IIIness is only modulated by the aging process, 
a fundamental characteristic of all cellular life. 


Since ‘aging is a result of fundamental biological 
changes, the process can affect the course of treatment 
of diseases usual in the aged. Many symptoms 
attributable to aging are treatable illnesses. On the 
other hand, normal physiological changes occurring 
with age should not be considered as signs of disease. 


DEATH, OF COURSE, is the natural completion of 
life, so to make the goal of biological research the 
prolongation of life by the alteration and frustration of 
the natural order would be foolish and idolatrous. 

To have the goal of research an understanding of the 
aging process so as to make the middle years extend 
over a _ greater span seems more logical and 
complementary to the natural order. 


In addition to the biological research necessary to 
understand aging, intensive research is needed in the 
psychological and behavioral aspects of the aged. 


STUDIES HAVE shown that approximately 75 
percent of the aged population is intellectually and 
socially able, vigorous mentally, and capable of full 
participation in society in all aspects. 


When declines in function occur, the causes are not 
always biological aging or diseases, but may be social 


isolation, poor economic status, bad nutrition, and the 
like. 


Integration of the aged in society is the norm. 
Witness the increasing political clout of the 
organizations of the elderly. Institutionalization is 
limited to a small fraction of the aged. 


IT MAY SEEM unfair that expenditures for health of 

~ the aged are greater than their percentage of the 

population. But each aged person has essential rights 

as a fallen but redeemed creation of God, so the worth, 

dignity, and humanity of such a person must be 
respected. 


In addition, justice would demand that the burdens : 


and the benefits of society be distributed in terms of 
merit, need and fairness. The needs of the aged for 
assistance in income maintenance and for essential 
services are great, particularly among the ‘‘old-old.’’ 


It is a matter of justice that the essential needs of the 
elderly—for income maintenance, health care, sociali- 
zation, integration and independence— should be met. 
These conditions are brought about by the biological 
and behavioral changes due to this natural process of 
aging. 

THE NEEDS OF the elderly by their previous work, 
accomplishments, and contributions must be recog- 
nized as legitimate and must be met under this 
principle of justice. 


With modern technology, the biological processes 
that cause death may be delayed for periods of time. 
This modern technology has benefits. In certain 
circumstances, severly depressed or non-functioning 
biological processes can be sustained until the natural 
repairs allow functions to resume without artificial 
support. 


But modern techndlogy also has its curses. It may, 
under certain circumstances, be applied improperly, 
unnecessarily delaying the fulfillment of life in the 
natural order—death. 


THIS SITUATION has created an ethical problem for 
health care workers—physicians, nurses, technicians. 
When should they use technology as an extraordinary 
means of therapy? Pope Pius XI! wrote of the need to 
use ordinary, but not extraordinary, theraputic means. 
But now, 30-some years later, technology has brought 
difficulty in defining ordinary and extraordinary. Many 
times health workers differ with laymen on those terms.

Calling crowds for absolution is wrong 


’ WASHINGTON (NC)—The 
Vatican’s Doctrinal Congre- 
gation has explicitly rejected 
as ‘‘inappropriate’’ the 
“‘convocation of a _ large 
crowd for the primary pur- 
pose of giving general abso- 
lution.”’

THE commentary was dis- 
tributed in a letter to U.S.

danger of death, it is lawful 
to give sacramental absolu- 
tion collectively to a number 
of faithful who have con- 
fessed only generically but 
have been suitably exhorted 
to repent provided that there 
is serious necessity: 

‘‘Namely, when in view of 
the number of penitents 
there are not enough confes- 
sors at hand to hear properly 
the confessions of each 
within an appropriate time, 
with the result that the 
penitents through no fault of 
their own would be forced to 
be without sacramental grace 
or Holy Communion for a 
long time. 

“This can happen espe- 
cially in mission lands but in 
other places also and within 
groups where it is clear that 
this need exists.”’ 

BISHOP Leo T. Maher has 
distributed the  Vatican’s 
commentary and Archbishop 
Bernardin’s letter to priests 
of the diocese noting:

U.S. bishops’ leader urges Church 
fo open new ministries to women 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—In 
a front page article in the 
Vatican daily newspaper, the 
president of the U.S. Nation- 
al Conference of Catholic 
Bishops (NCCB) has urged 
Church authorities to open 
up new and innovative min- 
istries to women. 


In a lengthy comment on 
the recently restated Vatican 
ban on priestly ordination for 
women, Archbishop Joseph 
Bernardin of Cincinnati wrote 
in L’Osservatore Romano 
Feb. 18 that: ‘‘Much can and 
must be done in the Church 
to develop official ministries 
for women, especially in 
cases where women are 
already carrying out a work 
which can be included within 
a certain ministry. 


‘‘NOW THAT the question 
of admitting women to the 
priesthood is resolved,’’ com- 
mented the archbishop, ‘‘the 
way will be freer toward the 
promotion of women on all 
levels.”’

take the lead ‘“‘with energy 
and sensitivity’ in opening 
up new ministries to women. 

He especially urged a 
careful study of the role 
which deaconesses played in 
the early Eastern Churches. 


‘SUCH A a study,’’ said 
Archbishop Bernardin, ‘‘will 
shed more light on the tasks 
entrusted to women in the 
early Church and will permit 
us to look more deeply into 
the role which should be en- 
trusted to women today in 
active Church service. 


‘‘We must attentively seek 
new fields of activity and 
responsibility which are o- 
pening up everywhere to 
Christian women,’’ he said. 


He chided priests who ‘‘do 
not take account of the 
feelings of alienation which 
many women from all classes 
of society feel in the depths 
of their souls.”’ 

Priests and bishops, he 
added, should follow Christ’s 
example of concern for the 
advancement of women.

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Electricity costs more 


This time of year, more people 
use more electricity between 
4 p.m. and 9 p.m. than during 
any other time of day. A lot 
more. SDG&E calls it the 
“peak demand” period and 
it’s important because it can 
affect your electric bill. 

The peak peaks because 
everyone in the family seems 
to find more ways to use 
electricity around dinnertime. 
The peak costs money because 
SDG&E must be prepared to

Usually, this means 
using less efficient generating 
facilities.

Since business, 
industry and government 
account for about two-thirds 
of SDG&E’s total electric 
demand, this could be a big 
help. 

However, most of the 
demand between 4 p.m. and 
9 p.m. comes from residential 
users. Like you. For this 
reason, SDG&E will soon 
begin asking you to help level 
electricity peaks too. 

You can help by doing 
things that require electricity 


hen everyone uses it af once. 


at times other than around 
dinnertime. Things like 
washing and drying clothes, 
running the dishwasher, 
baking and ironing. And be 
especially sensitive to 
unnecessary lights and 
unwatched TV sets. 

Holding down peak demand 
can do a lot to hold down 
electricity costs. SDG&E will 
be telling you more about 
how to do it in the months 
ahead.
